Regarding applicants arguments to the 35 U.S.C. 1 12 rejections, the 35 U.S.C. 1 12 first 
paragraph rejection is withdrawn. However, it is noted for the purposes of searching for and 
applying prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103, absent a clear indication in the specification or 
claims of what the basic and novel characteristics actually are, "consisting essentially of is 
construed as equivalent to "comprising" (See MPEP 21 1 1.03), and this is the interpretation given 
by the Examiner to claim 1. The 35 U.S.C. 1 12 second paragraph rejection is maintained as 
applicants have not shown what is the scope of the transitional phrase "consisting essentially of 
required by claim 1 as the specification makes no mention of any additional materials that 
materially effect or do not materially effect the crosslinkable thermoplastic such that it is unclear 
what is required by "consisting essentially of. 

Applicants further argue, "As Chapellier clearly discloses, the process calls for depositing 
a film of crosslinked polyethylene on the mounting surface of the extruded weather strip (claim 
1, also see page 2 of translation). Thus, the polyethylene is already crosslinked prior to 
contacting it with the weather strip." This is incorrect. Chapellier clearly shows the 
polyethylene is crosslinked after contacting with the weather strip (See 16 and 17 of Figure 3 and 
Page 4, lines 16-18 of the translation and claim 4). Additionally, it is noted independent claims 1 
and 15 do not require this limitation. 

Regarding applicants arguments to Edwards in view of either Chapellier or Cook and 
Scott, it is noted these arguments were addressed in previous Office Actions.
